W . K. McNair T a’ks of Conditions Sur­ 


rounding the Paper Manufacturing 


Industry 


W. K. McNair, of the Northwest Paper 
company, who was in tho city on busi­ 
ness Saturday was seen by a D ispatch 
reporter concerning tho possibility of 
the enlargement of the pulp mill. 
In 
answer to a question as to whether or 
not they were any nearer the new build­ 
ing than a year ago replied that they 
were a year nearer it. 
Mr. McNair was 
hare looking after the matter of getting 
cars to move their accumulated pulp. 
He states that they have 200 carloads 
that they have been unable as yet to 
ship for lack of cars and that they are 
very anxious to get it out at onco so as 
to sell it whilofother mills are short of 
stock. 
Ho secured ll cars yesterday 
and has the promise of several more at 
once. 
Ilejstates that the paper busi­ 
ness is in a very peculiar condition at 
present, the demand having increased 
much more rapidly than the output. 
Pa per mi lls which had made contracts 
which they anticipated would take 65 
per cent of their output had proven so 
much larger than was expected that 
they had takenjup over 90 per cent of 
the output of the” rnills, leaving but a 
small portion of the output for the free 
market. 
On top of this unprecedented 
demand came a year very unfavorable 
to getting out pulp wood, which has 
curtailed the supply of raw material 
\ery materially. 
Mr. McNair 
states 


that these abnormal conditions render 
the entire business 
on an uncertain 
basis that tends to retard changes in 
equipment. 
The mill at Brainerd, how­ 
ever, he states has been especially lucky 
in the matter of pulp wood and has an 
ample supply to run the coming seasor *

Few people have given thought to 
the subject of birds’ tongues. 
Many, 
even of the a m a te u r bird students, 
know little of the literature on the 
subject and still less from personal o b­ 
servation. 
Birds m ust use their bills as hands, 
and to some e x te n t th e tongues supple­ 
m ent such use. 
T hu s n u t and seed 
eating birds e x tra c t the kernel from 
the shell, w hich is cracked between 
th e mandibles. 
The full com plem ent of hones of the 
tongue consists of eight. 
The shape 
varies considerably In different species, 
and the com parative size very much 
more, although th ere Is a prevailing 
general resemblance. 
Tile size and de­ 
velopment of tile various bones con­ 
trol the shape and utility of the organ. 
Well developed front bones m ean a 
thick, fleshy tongue, such as we find 
in mem bers of tho duck family, while 
small forw ard bones usually accom­ 
pany a small tongue of less im portance 
to the owner, som etim es little more 
than rudim entary, Uke th a t of the pel­ 
ican. 
Among such birds as have occasion 
to protrude th e tongue well beyond the 
tip of the Dill the hind bones are m ar 
velously developed and greatly clon 
gated, for these are th e bones on which 
tile tongue is hung. 
T he edge* of tile tongues of most 
birds are more or less fringed, this fea­ 
tu re 
being 
m ost noticeable in 
thin 
tongues. 
Most bints have a greater or 
less num ber of papillae—small fleshy 
projections, 
spinelike 
in 
appearance 
and usually inclined back w ard —on the 
-tipper surface of tile tongue. 
These 
are of service in w orking Hie food 
backw ard tow ard the throat. 
Some of the sea birds hav e very sim ­ 
ple tongue*, w hich serve b u t little p u r­ 
pose. 
The tongues of tile honey creep­ 
ers have very fine and long featlier!ng, 
while those of the w oodpecker are long, 
slender and pointed, and the roots of 
some species curve cleur around tile, 
back of the skull, up over the crown. 
and their tips rest a t tile base of Hie 
upper mandible. 
W ith tho exception 
of the sapsuckers the tongues of wood- 
peckers are capable of g reat protru­ 
sion, and the tip Is barbed. 
The sap 
suckers, however, instead of having 
sharp, barbed tongues like those of 
other 
woodpeckers, 
6av e 
brushlike 
tongues as a result of the degeneration 
of the bristles on their surface Into 
I hairs standing out 
from the tongue 
rather than pointing backw ard.

Regarding Postal Card Fad and De* 


fines What May be Mailed 
The souvenir postal card fad is get 
ting to be quite a proposition and to 
such extremes has it been carried that 
the postal departm ent has been com 
polled to issue instructions to post 
masters as to what cards may anti what 
may not be transm itted through the 
mails, and as a result many cards are 
being held up and will be sent to the 
dead letter office a t Washington, be­ 
cause they do not comply with the new 
law, which especially requires that no 
cards bearing articles of glass, mica, 
sand, tinsel or other similar substances 
can bo sent through the mails unless 
enclosed in an envelope. The new laws 
havo been received by the Brainerd 
office and read as follows: 
(a). 
A postcard must be an unfolded 
p ie c e of card board not exceeding 9 by 
14 centimeters nor less than 7 by IO. 
(b). 
It must be in form and in the 
quality and weight of paper substan­ 
tially like the government postal cards. 
(c). 
It may be of any color not inter 
foring with a legible address and post­ 
mark. 
(d). 
It may or may not at the option 
of the sender, bear near tho top of the 
face the words, “postcard.” 
(e). 
The face of the card may be di­ 
vided by a vertical line: the left half to 
bo used for a message, etc., but that to 
the right for the address only. 
(f). 
Very thin sheets of paper may 
be attached to the card, and then only- 
o n condition that they completely ad­ 
here thereto. Such sheets may bear 
both writing and advertising. 
(g). 
Advertisements and illustrations 
may appear oil the flack of the card and 
on the left half of the face. 
(Ii). 
Fards, without cover, conform j 
ing to the foregoing conditions ar*' ' 
trunsmissable in the domestic mails, in j 
eluding the possessions of tho United 
States, and to ( uh.. Canada, the Re­ 
public of Panama, and the 
United 
postal agency at Shanghai, Cnina, at 
tho postage r 'ic of I cent each.

Cards oeari g particles of glass, 
I,“mica. Vind, tinsel or other similar 
Buoyances are unmailable, except when 
enclosed in envelopes.

STONING A TIGER. 
WANDERING WORKERS. 


Puerto Cortez, Honduras, March 20. 
—A turn of sinister and widespread 
significance was given to the Central 
American war by the finding on the 
persons of captured Nicaraguan sol­ 
diers proclamations 
promising them 
the loot of the first cities which they 
can capture in both Honduras and Sal­ 
vador. 
This proclamation at once am ount­ 
ed to a practical declaration of war 
by 
Nicaragua against 
Salvador. 
It 
showed that the Nicaraguan common 
soldiers are at least 
being sent to 
fight what they believed a war of ven­ 
geance; and it placed Americans in 
Puerto Cortez and throughout this re 
public on the anxious seat because of 
the fact that American residents or 
American capital form the principal 
property holders of most of the Hon­ 
duras cities, especially 
those which 
are richest and therefore most liable 
to 
loot 
In case of 
success of 
the 
Nicaraguan army. 
Any doubt as to 
the completeness of such a loot is dis­ 
pelled not only by the wording of the 
proclamation but by the experiences 
had In 1394 by some of the persons 
now’ living In Puerto Cortez, who we 
present at the looting 
of Choline'.'., 
Honduras. 
Nicaraguan schlic p old d 
by about 200 of their w rn 
pillaged 
every house but one in t ° awn. 
The worst feature of the looting of 
Choluteca, which the proclamation re ­ 
c a lls . was the horrible indignities of­ 
fered to the women and to helpless 
p e r s o n s . 
About 250 carts were used 
at Choluteca to carry away the loot. 
The 
grounds for this 
sacking of 
cities are stated in the proclamation 
as follows: 
‘•The he :r I '< arrived In which our 
glorious Hag 
ill go to exact repara­ 
tion for the upprol nous injuries to 
our countrymen in the 
towns of Los 
Cnlnules and Carrizal. 
In those two

ped for the voyage to New York. 
One has only to keep sober and know 
how to save money in order to make 
such a journey around tho world with 
entire success. 
It does not mean un­ 
comfortable living. 
In fact, the jour­ 
neyman must be well dressed ami 
must present a good appearance to get 
on. 
At the height of the season hardly 
any city has enough skilled garment 
cutters, for example, and the wander­ 
ers are always welcome when they 
reach a new town.
